They rouse fioin "ie vcry
small," close-fittin- g hat to a large hat,
suggesting mnwiillnity, untrininied
save for narrow ribbon nnd stiff sport-
ive quills.

upon tho standards in the shop show

windows.
This Is tho way that an experienced

milliner lolls girls to fix their hats
before they go out on the streets:

Stand before a mirror. Find the

exact front of tho hat you are about
to wear. Hold' tho hat some inches
above your head at exactly the angle
It should take when It covert our

hair.
Now push It down over your hair at

exactly that posed angle. Do not
swervo It an Inch from the posture
decided upon. It will push the hair
Into place so that It wreaths becom-

ingly about tho brim 'Of tho hat. It
will grip your head comfortably. It
will feel as though It belongs where
you havo placed It.

When you practice this a little, you

will sco how finely thought out Is

tho directness of tho method, and how
satisfactorily the hat keeps Its shape
and position after that small portion
of attention.

What most girls do Is to push tho
hat over tho back hair so as to be
sure to gather that all under the hat
nnd then shovo tho hnt forward over
tho face. Now just the wrong result
follows from this procedure Having
started with n swoop over the back
hair, tho hat Is continually jerked
back to that placo with tho effect of
making the faco stand out in Just tho
way it should not.

Some other girls push their hats
down over their eyes first nnd then
drag them back to the angle they
think Is right, which proceduro is
Just as fatal as tho ono already men-
tioned. These hats fall down over the
eyes when you leant ?xpoct them to do
so and give the girls a sort of lost look
as though they would probably blind
their wearers altogether before many
minutes more.

You can't bo careless about tho ad-

justment of even tho simplest hat if
you wish It to bo at all smart In tho
wearing. Hut, if you pose It with art-
fulness, then all through tlio day your
head will havo that assurance of In- -

' tcrcstlug form which Is half the battle
o tho work you iuo doiup in the
world.

doublo brim Is made from two layers
of felt spreading slightly at the two
sides. Theso sport hats aro very effec-
tive If worn well down over the eyes.

My! what a mass of feathers nnd
plumes wo ute getting into.

Word camo from Paris that the hats
seen on the streets there now were apt
to be wreathed with a mass of birds'
wings. And they nre. lliight, sharp,
"porcuplnlsh" feathers. One which
should ensnare Is of mole color with
sharp bristling fcatheri of blue.

Ostrich feathers aro wotn too,
either In pompom form or long and
uncurled. One which Is going to loo'i
well on some dark-haire- d gill is of
brilliant red shining straw with pom-
poms of clipped ostrich over each ear.
Another which will appeal to the more
daring Is of purple, shaped not unllko
tho African explorer's hat, with a long
curling ostrich feather poked In
saucily on one side.

But while feathers and flowers nre

still in demand, IlinnON Is the thing.
Paris Is heralding the ribbon trim-
ming for her best spring hats. Illus-tiate- d

on this pago Is ono especially
to be desired. It Is of banana color
gcorgctto crepe and Is trimmed with a
large salmon taffeta bow.

If you are a tall, striking woman,
listen! Paris Is sending over a Dlrec-toir- o

hat of emerald green, with a
high bow of black satin ribbon.

Narrow ruffled ribbon has also been
utilized In tlus making of a hat of
bright brown. This is coaxed into a
waving pattern on a backward turn-
ing brim. And by tho way, brims
turning up sharply from the face
seem to predominate In the dressier
hats from Paris.

Ribbons may be fringed, as In an-

other hat shown In the photograph.
Tho ribbon Is rose color. Tho hat Is
of black satin.

Narrow silver galloon Is another
very effective trimming for the up- -

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turned brim. Theso upturned brims
often arc shaped Into a
ptnposltlon.

One box has a hat that
Is, tho front brim of the hat Is bent
sharply In tho centre giving It that
nppearancc while tho back has no
brim whatsoever. Its bareness Is
covered by a floral fancy which gives
tho back of tho hat Its shape. This Is
of bright orange straw.

Another favorite form of trimming
from Purla Is a row of velvet flowers
around tho edgo of tho hat's brirnr
This may be utilized most fetchlngly
on a turban. And Paris Is favoring
tiny veils with these turbans. Thoy
fall gracefully over tho brim of the
hat and just cover tho eyes. They aro
rather provoking nnd bewitching.

Largo hats, whllo not so much In
vogue, aro needed too. So Paris Ls
sending over a few. They aro twlstjd
and curved every which way. One
even Is folded four times, giving tho
appearance from abovo of tho bacK
of an envelope.

Sometimes fringe ls substituted for
tho narrow ribbon. The third hat il-

lustrated gives an exnmplo of ono
such hat. Soft silk fringe makes the
pompom find also forms n becoming
edgo to this little mushroom hat.

Which ull leads ono to tho conclu-
sion that the Parisian modlsto has
been very generous this season. One's
fancy can roam from the small to tho
largo; from tho unshaped to tlio
btrlctly tailored; from feathers to
monkey fur. But, In ono particular
Is the Parisian adamant color must
bo used.

What to Make ,
In an Evening

CREPE NEGLIGEE.
CREPE NEOLIGKE is so caMlyA rut together than ono evening
of diligent stitching will result

in ono of them complete.
This is a negligee without any trim-

ming except a loose rosette of ribbon
ends at ono point in tho front covering
tho snapped closing that holds the robe
In place. Its color ls anything that is
your own most becoming shade, nnd
its material Is crepo do Chine, which
comes forty inches In width and nt
many prices ranging from $1.25 to
Jl.au a yard. So you can take your
choice aa to quality, and tho cheaper
ones havo much in their favor because
they drapo very prettily. Also they
can bo washed without any undue in-

jury, and this is half the battle.
Tako two straight pieces of the

crepo each about two yards and a
quarter In length. Sew one selvage
of each pleco together in a seam two
Inches loss than a yard and a quarter
length. That scam Is for tho middle
of your back.

Now measure two inches from the
head of that scam and at that point
on each pleco of tho material gather
it into two little pleats. This makes
your shoulder line.

Let the selvage on each side of the
front make tho front without any
hemming, and lay in a three-Inc- h hem
around the bottom.

For sleeves take a piece of tho crepe
a yard long and twenty Inches in
width. Let the selvage of Uiat bo the
end of your sleeve and attach tho un-
finished side of the crepo to tho slit
that you cut when you gather the
shoulders into their Ilttlo pleats.

With ono snap placed at a conven-
ient placo In the front, you will havo
a graceful kimono all finished but for
tho ornament of ribbon, which you
can muko by tying narrow ribbon into
Ilttlo bows and ends and letting them
droop as much as you want to for thu
effect that suits you best.

Slippers for the House.
